N*tivx Ploi-u M.LL.«The mill at Ran, 
gtawhia, in the Waipa diatrict, is now finished, 
and ha* bent found to work very efficiently, 
and much to the uliafaction of the native pro 
prielun. tin its first trial, after the mill had 
run an hour, and ground four bushel* or wheal 
within tha tune, tha third inatuliucnt of £do 
i paid to .ho millwrigbl, Mr. Stewart 
M'Mullan, accuruing to, an agreement pn- 
tIdusIv entered into. The native, were highly 
pleased with the manner in whit h the work 
i pertbrrnwl, and an apeeaiily acquiring 
Ident knowledge to enable tham to super- 
intend the working of tha mill, without any 
European laakHance. The mill ttona* are *ft. 
ISin. in diameter, and were procured from 
the back of Mount Eden, near Partington and 
Co.'* windmill. They are of the hardest and 
boat description of scoria, and have been found 
to work in no way inferior to the average of 
French burr*.

As may bv readily 
anixginctl, Lhe eJaiming auinnooi. wu 
atantly obeyed. The ahip then .truck a *econd 
tith inenneeivahUr violence ; and, al Lh. 
momcnl were to be obacrred *corea of 
half-naked, half-frantic. paraHs^gert, and crew 
holding on by whttcver eame within reach. 
The poor Tan*uf continued to ttrikc rapidlT, 
and heavdy, and rullDd with gnat violence. 
In this fouful .tat* she continued for on* half 
hour, number, of paMcnrrere tnd crew bring 
occattoually swept off into the yawning wave* 
beneath. The nuau were udVered to be cm 
■way, and the men alto succeeded in cutting 
away the shroud*. BV than gave a heavy 
roll, the funnel want over tissue, and in a fuw 
moments many were hurried Into eternity. At 
thi. juncture, however, meat of the eurvivora 
succeeded in reaching tha port tide of the ves- 
sel, and the two port cutters were fearfully 
crammed with j.assaiijMiis They wave lowered, 
but ■l—.'-j, instantly both were awsanpad ; a 
few managvd to regain the ahip by K-'ruubling 
up the tide, The tea at this moment struck 
the bell, and u my very intelligent informant 
•ay*, " Never ihall I forget that sound, u 
imidil all these horror*, it tolled lhe 1 11 i ll of thai 
departing souls, A distressing fearful shriek 
was heard, and for ■ while the** dutnuing 
toUhds were partially tuppteated.'' The ship 
separated into two part*, and many uvea 
themselves. in the best way they could, on span , 
piece, of the floating wrack, kic. In thi* stole 
sever*! uf the atirrivcra, by the Luterpodtion of 
I merciful Prnvideince, were carried into 
smooth water inside if the reef, upon which 
many got and rem killed. Never did poor souls so 
anxiously wait the coming dawn. When day- 
Ihrht broke, nothing but the wide ocean wa. 
visible. Three of the skip's boat* wet* 
washed over the reef, which were imme- 
diately examined ; two were found utterly aac- 
leatj the mail boat, however, wu the Lean 
damigcd, and in thi* the first (officer and tix- 
taen other* dtauniined to endeavnur to reaeh 
the Campeaehy coast. She wu aoon got Into 
u good order u possible, and a tow eatable* 
that were uved having been sto wed away, and 
many of the surrivora, tvmcaintirig Ln the ftjfgrt- 
gatc to 73, having first offered up prayer* In a 
very sole-run tnd affecting manner, the boat wa* 
put oil, t leered by the first officer, tor Cam- 
peachy, a diatance of 100 mile*. There vru a 
nonpar* on board. I had forgotten to ttato 
that, after the principal put of the ■urvtvor* 
had rcuhed the reef, aud ron*rj-ucted a raft 
from the fioating timber, several other, were 
descried it daybreak on the paddle box ; they 
remained there the whole of the following day, 
but the tur>»*ding night rear fully diminiahed 
their numbcrr. Thoae who ware left on the 
reef remained in * stale Of awful uncertainty 
for four day*, tobutjnx upon what few 
provisions *ud win* floated put them, u wall 
u upon tome fish which they managed 10 
catch. Amongtl thoae who remained on the 
reef wu the captain, who, In the trying time 
they remained, devested Mi whole io .il and 
energies to make hi* unfortunate companion* in 
lliiaiil j u comfortable tnd hippy u circum- 
■traveet would permit, cn«HTing them up kry 
hit friendly *.i vice and cncritctieal spirit. A 
reft, nude from the floating piece* of timber

After landing tltem in lafety, the Eatine 
rstumed to th* Alerauea £1 7 those left on the 
reef. It wu with tome difficulty she reached 
it, no strong and dingettai* wu th* current j 
•nd it wu with ttill greater difficulty part of 
the kurrivore, to ine number of twelve, were 
shipped in the two boats let from the fiasiue to 
their auittanee. The brig then went round to 
Fere*. On the following day the remainder 
loft the reef, aod arrived in Pete* in safety.
